McBride Pulls Ahead 
In Steelworkers’ Bid

Rebel Ed Sadlowski stubbornly 
insisted he still had a good 
chance of capturing the United 
Steelworkers presidency today, 
despite his own charges of 
ballot fraud and a strong vote 
trend toward opponent Lloyd 
McBride. 
S ev eral hundred thousand 
steelw orkers cast secret ballots 
in the election Tuesday, ending 
one of the roughest election 
b a ttle s 
in 
labor 
h isto ry . 
Prelim inary returns indicated 
the turnout would fall short of a 
record. 
The presidents of two United 
Steelworkers Union districts in 
Ohio were reelected in Tuess- 
d a y ’s b alloting but Joseph 
Kender, president of D istrict 28 
in Cleveland, apparently was 
defeated. 
H arry Mayfield, president of 
District 27 in Canton and Frank 
Leseganich, president of Dis­ 
trict 26 in Youngstown, were 
reelected. 
However, Frank Valenta of 
Cleveland apparently defeated 
K ender in the D istric t 28 
balloting 
McBride, 60, a candidate with 
strong support from retiring 
President IW. Abel and virtual­ 
ly every other American labor 
leader, was leading by slightly 
less than 2-to-l in an independí 
ent vote tally by UPI from 
union offices throughout the 


United States and Canada 
At 9 a.m . EST, McBride was 
leading by 147,621 to 75,796 with 
about half the locals reporting. 
M cBride's aides described it as 
an “ irreversible trend,” but 
Sadlowski backers predicted it 
would be reversed as ballot 
counting resum ed after a brief 
overnight lull. 
Labor Departm ent observers 
reported that Sadlowski had 
complained formally of vote 
fraud in only one Birmingham, 
Ala., local. But they expected 
more challenges to be filed once 
the outcome was known. 
The vote was close in most of 


the N o rth e a ste rn in d u strial 
centers. Sadlowski was ahead 
in Michigan and M aryland, but 
M cB ride dom inated C anada 
and the South. 
But 
the 
two c an d id ate s 
disagreed over the 
figures. 
M cBride’s 
own 
totals 
were 
sim ilar to those from union 
offices. Sadlowski adhered in­ 
stead to a sm aller tally that 
showed him slightly ahead. 
A form al winner will not be 
declared until May.

College Enrollment Down 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - Dr. 
Garland P arker, executive di­ 
rector of enrollm ent policy and 
education re se a rc h at 
the 
University of Cincinnati said 
Tuesday an annual survev he 
conducts shows that college 
enrollm ent has declined for the 
first tim e in 26 years. 
He said the survey showed a 
drop of .8 per cent in four-year 
colleges and 5 per cent in two- 
y ear in stitu tio n s of higher 
learning. 


Parker added that research 
indicates a national enrollment 
decline of 1 per cent for all the 
nation’s post-secondary schools 
which m eans about 15,000 fewer 
students than in 1975. 


A total of 11.2 million students 
were

in 
American 
colleges and universities 
in 
1976, P arker said 
P arker said there was also a 
decline of 3.2 per cent among 
part-tim e students.

Legislature Studies 
$14.5 Billion Budget 
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COLUMBUS (UPI) - The 
Ohio 
House 
F in an ce 
and 
A p propriations 
C om m ittee 
Tuesday began work on Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes $14.5 billion 
budget, unsure what effect, if 
any, the energy crisis would 
have on state revenues. 
The finance com m ittee sche­ 
duled its second budget hearing 
at 9:30 a.m . 
to hear from 
Richard Sheridan, director of 
the Legislative Budget Office. 
Both cham bers were to convene 
at 1:30 p.m. 
B udget D ire cto r W illiam 
Wilkins, chief architect of the 
budget introduced last week by 
Rep. M yrI S h o em ak er, 
D- 
B ourneville, 
told 
the 
25- 
m em ber com m itte Tuesday he 
could not gauge the effect of the 
energy crisis on the sta te’s 
incom e. 
“At the present tim e there is 
very little hard data available. 


Lots of people have pressed me 
to come up with facts and 
figures. I’m not going to do it. 
“It’s just as dam aging to 
overreact...and 
cause 
undue 
concern,” he added. “It is very 
frustrating that a situation like 
this exists and we are unable to 
m ake any estim ates.” 
In the only vote taken in 
either cham ber Tuesday, the 
House passed 91-2 and sent to 
the Senate a bill extending the 
life of the Ohio Rehabilitation 
Study Commission until Dec. 
31. 
The commission was created 
last year, given $200,000 and 
told to come up with recom ­ 
mendations by last month on 
revisions of state law concern­ 
ing injured workers. 
The com m ission m et for the 
first tim e last June and to date 
has spent only $12,000. The bill 
allows the 12-member commis-

sion to spend its rem aining 
funds past the end of this fiscal 
year. 
Wilkins met with the m em ­ 
bers of the finance com m ittee 
for just over two hours and 
outlined m ajor points of the 402- 
page budget. 
Shoem aker, chairm an of the 
com m ittee, scotched 
rum ors 
floated earlier in the day that 
the legislature might return the 
budget to Rhodes for revision 
because of the energy crisis and 
of e x p ecte d loss 
in 
s ta te 
revenues. 
“There is no truth to that. 
This is the vehicle w e’re going 
to work with in the next few 
w e ek s,” 
said 
S hoem aker 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe, 
J r ., 
DNew 
B oston, 
has 
prom ised that, the House would 
clear the budget to the Senate 
by April 10. 
‘T his is the best document 
I’ve had to work w ith,” praised 
Shoem aker. “ It is very eood. 


very well put together. Its the 
most com plete document I’ve 
seen in 18 years in the General 
Assembly ” 
Wilkins explained that the 
budget was drafted with the 
assum ption that Ohio’s econo­ 
my would be strong But now, 
he cautioned, “we will have to 
come to grips with the energy 
situation." 
Wilkins did predict that if 
100,000 w o rk ers a re unem ­ 
ployed one year, it would cost 
Ohio $11 million in state income 
taxes and $9 million in sales and 
use taxes. 
After general overview hear­ 
ings a re held, the budget will be 
given to three subcom m ittees 
of Shoem aker’s com m ittee for 
refinem ent.

LISBON — Since 1970 a 37- 
acre plot of ground north of the 
village, commonly known as 
the Lisbon Industrial P ark has 
set idle. Now seven years later 
it appears that the Industrial 
Park is being prepared to take 
on a new look with the addition 
of two Lisbon-based companies. 
Jack Dowd, president of the 
Cham ber of Com m erce and 
owner of Lisbon P attern Com­ 
pany, already located at the 
Industrial P ark site, announced 
yesterday the forthcom ing of 
the two new businesses. Dowd 
said that both had signed an 
option to buy and that a third 
industry has also shown an 
interest to locate at the park 
A local insulation contractor 
who doesn’t want the nam e of 
company released at this tim e 
said his company hopes to be 
located there in August or Sep­ 
tem ber with a w arehouse and 
shop 
and 
a n tic ip a te s 
full 
proauction three or four months 
la te r 
The in su latin g firm 
representative also said 
his 
company will employ from six 
to fifteen persons in making the 
insulation that will be m anufac­ 
tured from used newsprint. The 
spokesm an 
a lso said 
th at 
realistically 
his 
firm 
could 
employ up to as m any as 150 
persons if an individual wants 
to become self-employed and 
supply his firm with used news­ 
papers. 
The firm has agreed to p u r­ 
chase four acres from the in­ 
dustrial comm ission with only a 
state approval of building plans

impeding progress at this time. 
The other Lisbon firm to re­ 
locate will be a plumbing and 
heating business. They plan to 
build a warehouse and office 
unit at the Industrial Park. 
With the addition of the insu­ 
lation 
an d 
plum bing 
and 
heating firm s, it brings to four 
the num ber of 
businesses 
located at the Industrial Park. 
Presently located there are 
Lisbon P attern Company and 
Lisbon Awning Company. 
O ther in d u strie s recen tly 
have shown an interest in the 
park and basically, said Dowd, 
“the price of the ground and the 
recently constructed sewer sys­ 
tem is a big factor." 
The Industrial Development 
Dept., a division of Ohio Edison 
Co., has also been instrum ental 
in attem pting to lure new cus­ 
tomers into the Lisbon Indus­ 
trial P ark as well as many 
other industrial sites through­ 
out Columbiana County. 
Paul Stepuk, general m ana­ 
ger of the Salem office for Ohio 
Edison, 
co m m en ted , 
‘‘The 
Industrial Development Dept 
of our company works closely 
with our clients in an attem pt to 
secure new industry.” Stepuk 
added, “ W henever a company 
shows a desire to locate in 
northeastern Ohio, we send 
them brochures on all of our 
industrial parks.” 
Presently Lisbon 
is being 
considered as one of those sites. 
In an effort to upgrade the 
park to be more attractive to 
prospective custom ers, Lisbon 
Council has m ade application to 
the Federal Housing Adminis 
tration for a grant to construct 
a water tank at the park and to 
develop a new well field in the 
area. 
“We are very optim istic," 
Dowd said “Things are begin 
ning to look up here at the park 
and we hope it continues ”

Some Stores To Cut 
Hours, Others Won’t 
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In a move to further comply 
with utility company requests 
to conserve energy, the Down­ 
town M erchants Division of the 
Salem Area Chamber of Com­ 
m erce announced today that 
some stores in the downtown 
business district would curtail 
hours tem porarily. 
Jerry Rose, president of the 
division, said that while m er­ 
chants have been cooperating 
with the utilities’ requests in 
keeping therm ostats lowered 
and reducing some lighting, a 
unified agreem ent about store 
hours has not been reached He 
explained 
th at 
u n su ren ess 
about how long curtailm ents 
will be in effect has prom pted 
some m erchants to take a wait 
and see a ttitu d e and a re 
“playing it by e ar.” . 
He said Tuesday his phone 
rang all day with queries from 
various m erchants about what 
is to be done, although Monday 
the d ivision had voted to 


shorten store hours. 
Rose said som e stores will re ­ 
main on regular hours while 
others a re voluntarily cutting 
back, operations 
“We a re doing everything we 
can, other than shutting down 
operations,” Rose said 
Most of the 29 division m em ­ 
bers have turned off therm o­ 
stats at night and are using less 
lighting in their stores, Rose 
said, but he indicated several 
stores have had frozen w ater 
lines because of lower tem pera­

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Floundering Drug Bureaucracy 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) - 
President C arter, in a move 
badly needed and long overdue, 
is seriously considering a m a­ 
jor overhaul of the government 
bureaucracy 
responsible 
for 
enforcement of the federal nar­ 
cotics statutes. 
The agency which currently 
has m ost of the authority in that 


field is the Drug Enforcement 
A d m in istratio n 
(D E A ), 
a 
legacy of President Nixon, who 
sp en t m uch of his ten u re 
publicly promising — but never 
delivering — a m ajor “w a r” 
against drug abuse. 
Nixon re p ea te d ly 
u n d e r­ 
mined his promise because his 
concept of dealing with the 


problem involved only a re ­ 
shuffling of the num erous 
federal agencies assigned to the 
task 
T he 
resu lt 
w as 
a 
seemingly endless round of bu­ 
reaucratic reorganizations — 
producing insecurity, jealousy 
and constant infighting among 
those agencies — but little in 
the way 
of 
increased 
pro- 
Most We Can Hope For 


“Even if we are not to speak of the direct 
danger of a nuclear catastrophe the arm s race 
in itself is a waste ot m aterial and spiritual 
resources of mankind, resources so needed for 
combating hunger, disease, illiteracy and for 
solving social, energy, 
raw 
m aterial 
and 
ecological problems ... 
"Either the arm s race will bring into question 
the further advance of mankind along the road of 
progress, or the peoples will break by joint ef­ 
forts the present dangerous spiral of the arm s 
race and thus stop the m aterial preparations for 
w ar." 
The words are those of Soviet Communist 
Party Chief Leonid I Brezhnev, in a m essage to 
an international conference in Moscow billed as 
the “ World Forum of Peace Forces." 
About a week later. President Carter at his 
inauguration pledged that "we will move this 
year a step toward our ultim ate goal — the 
elimination of all nuclear weapons from this 
earth." 
Now if these two gentlemen could just sit down 
together and explore ways to translate their fine 
phrases into reality, there might be cause for 
real hope m the last quarter of this turbulent 20th 
century that mankind could be delivered from 
the ever-present threat of nuclear destruction. 
But actions speak louder than words, and if we 
can believe the claim s of the professional 
Kremlinologists, the Soviet Union is bending all 
efforts to achieve not just m ilitary parity with 
the United States but overwhelming superiority. 
At the sam e time, there are some who say that 
the initiative for ending the arm s race m ust 
come from the United States One of them is 
form er diplom at George Kennan, who as author 
of the theory of "containm ent" to check Soviet 
expansionism after World War II, can scarcely 
be accused of softness, or softheadedness, 
towards communism. 
In an interview in the New York Review of 
Books, 
Kennan 
calls 
on 
the 
C arter 
ad ­ 
m inistration to announce a unilateral 10 per cent 
arm s cut. 
The West has failed to change with the tim es, 
he savs We continue to suffer under a conviction 
that the Russians are dying to attack W estern 


Europe, and that if it were not tor our nuclear 
weapons they would long since have done it. 
It is his view that there has probably never 
been a time since 1948 when the Russians 
seriously contem plated an invasion of Western 
Europe “They have enough troubles at home. 
They have troubles with the areas which they 
already control in E astern Europe; I don’t think 
they want m ore.” 
Now Kennan m ay be quite correct in his 
assessm ent of Soviet m ilitary intentions. It is 
even possible to believe that Brezhnev m eans 
every word he says about the wastefulness of the 
arm s race. 
But the West's posture towards the Soviet 
Union is based not on strategic considerations 
alone. In the final analysis, it springs from our 
perception of the nature of the potential ad­ 
versary — and nothing has happened since the 
darkest days of the Cold War to give us reason to 
change that preception 
In short, there rem ain certain fundamental 
and irreconcilable differences between our two 
system s. 
If the Soviet Union were to begin to honor the 
guarantees concerning human rights signed with 
such fanfare in Helsinki in August, 1975, if it were 
to accord its own citizens and those of its 
satellites only a fraction of the freedom s we take 
for granted in the W est, this would be a more 
significant gesture towards true disarm am ent 
than any arm s cut either side could make. 
This, of course, the Soviets cannot do without 
conspiring in their own ultim ate demise. And 
why the most we can hope for — although it is no 
sm all hope — is, to borrow Kennan's word, the 
“containment” of the arm s race, but not an end 
to it. not in our tim e.

Case Against ERA, Again

RICHMOND, VA. - The Vir­ 
ginia General Assembly now 
has rejected the Equal Rights 
Amendment one more time, 
and the battle for ratification 
moves on to North Carolina. 
Virginia’s decision halts what­ 
ever momentum might have 
been gained 
by 
In d ian a ’s 
ratification last month. The 
outcome is too close to call. 
There was rto question of 
ERA's decisive defeat in Rich­ 
mond. While the am endm ent 
lost by only a singlé vote in the 
40-member State Senate, the 
House of Delegates voted over­ 
whelmingly not even to take up 
the issue on the floor. Following 
the Senate's action, Mrs. Rosa- 
lynn C arter got briefly into the 
act. but she succeeded only in 
arousing the sam e antagonism s 
here that she aroused by inter­ 
vening in Illinois in Decem ber. 
The pending am endm ent has 
three sections The first says 
that “equality of rights under 
the law " shall not be denied on 
account of sex. The second sec­ 
tion gives Congress power to 
enforce 
the amendm ent 
by 
a p p ro p ria te legislation. The 
third would make the am end­ 
ment effective two years after 
ratification. 
WHEN CONGRESS sent the 
proposal to the states late in 
M arch 1972, it was generally 
expected that three-fourths of 
the states would swiftly ratify. 
It didn’t work out that way. 
After an initial rush of enthu­ 
siasm , the movement petered 
out. Only a single state, North 
Dakota, ratified in 1975. No 


states ratified in 1976. 
Meanwhile, 
Nebraska 
and 
T ennessee 
rescin d ed 
their 
earlier ratifications, and this 
could be crucial. The magic 
num ber is 38. If Nebraska and 
T ennessee count, the pro­ 
ponents have 35 in the bag and 
only three to go. If Nebraska 
and Tennessee don’t count, the 
proponents need five. 
Getting them will be tough. 
Fifteen states consistently have 
refused to ratify. Within the 
past two months, Illinois and 
Virginia once m ore have said 
no. That leaves 13. Prospects 
are poor in Alabam a. Arizona, 
Arkansas, Georgia. Louisiana, 
Mississippi and South Carolina 
That leaves six: North Caro­ 
lina, Florida,

The most irritating practices, 
in brief, are being remedied. 
A second reason m ay lie in 
the increasing w ariness of state 
legislators. They are jealous of 
their own prerogatives: and 
they look at Section 2 and 
w onder what they m ay be su r­ 
rendering to Congress. No one 
knows exactly what is m eant by 
“equality of rights under the 
law ,” and no one knows what 
federal legislation might be 
“appropriate” to enforce these 
rig h ts;' A national law on 
divorce? A federal statute on 
child custody? There is some 
thought that Congress has p re­ 
em pted too much power as it is. 


At 
bottom, the 
opposition 
m ay rest upon more subjective 
and' less legalistic grounds. The 
pending 
am endm ent 
carries 
disturbing portents of change in 
unknow n and u n fo reseeab le 
areas of everyday life. So long 
as change comes little by little, 
a society adapts. But the fear is 
that changes resulting from the 
ERA might prove to be drastic 
change — changes a startled 
people couldn’t get out of. The 
proponents of this am endm ent 
m ay have no qualm s about a 
unisex society. The prospect 
leaves others uneasy. 


The deadline is M arch 22, 
1979. For my own p art, I hope 
the am endm ent fails, but I hope 
its purpose succeeds. It may be 
a fine idea to elim inate sexual 
distinctions from every nook 
and cranny of the law, but a 
sm all voice whispers that we 
m ight be happier to end them in 
alm ost every nook and cranny 
instead.

British Unions Eye Takeover 


WASHINGTON - Just the 
other day B ritain’s socialist 
prim e m inister at a convivial 
black-tie dinner party raised 
his baritone voice in harmony 
with Vice President F ritz Mon- 
dale’s tenor. The “ B acchana­ 
lian” gathering am id many 
wines was hosted by the U.K. 
leaders in London’s gracious 10 
Downing Street. 
Now PTime M inister Jim Cal­ 
laghan plans to visit the White 
House. Probably M arch 10 and 
11. Many observers hope the 
harm ony of that gay night in 
London will be lim ited to vocal 
and not extended to political or 
economic tunes. 
F act is that the charm ing Mr. 
Callaghan and 
his 
socialist 
Labor Party are “com m itted” 
to push a plan through P arlia­ 
m ent this year which would 
give the British trade unions 
virtual power to take over in­ 
dustry from the shareholders. 
And 
this 
w ould 
include 
Am erican m ultinational 
cor­ 
poration plants long based in 
the 
U.K. 
such 
as 
General 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler. 
Note the British are bal­ 
ancing on a razor’s edge. They 
might well have gone bankrupt 
last month — for w hatever that 
m eans to a nation. But they a r­ 
ranged to borrow som e four 
billion capitalist dollars. Yet 
they 
persist 
in 
the 
parlia­ 
m entary seizure 
of 
private 
wealth by taxation, nationaliza­ 
tion and now with a plan for the 
actual takeover of corporate 
boards of directors. 
THE BRITISH labor strate- 
gem is complicated. It springs 
from London’s union leaders’ 
dem and for som ething called 
“industrial dem ocracy” (first 
reported in this column some 
tim e ago). This is one leap 
further than what the Germ ans 
c a ll 
“ c o - d e te r m in a tio n .”

benefit of buying a single share 
of stock. Simply by parlia­ 
m entary interpretation of an 
old so cialist slogan which 
claim s the workers have a 
propertied right to their jobs. 
That is, a proprietary piece of 
the firm for which they work — 
only because they work there. 
The latest British wealth- 
leveling proposal is in a report 
subm itted a fortnight ago by 
the Bullock C om m ittee of 
Inquiry on Industrial Democ­ 
racy. Always rem em ber that 
the 
w ords 
“ in d u stria l 
d e m o c ra c y ” ac tu a lly m ean 
handing unions half the seats on 
corporate boards of directors 
for full decision-making at all 
company levels. 
For the moment the Bullock 
Committee, which reported its 
findings after a y e ar’s inquiry, 
lim its itself to corporations 
employing 2,000 workers or 
m ore. This, of course, would 
include such m ajor firm s as 
A m erican 
au to 
p ro d u c ers 
operating large plants near 
London and Coventry. So if you 
are American shareholders in 
the big-three auto firm s, you’ll 
have British unions as partners 
— if the law passes. 
In the U.S. the British Bullock 
Committee would be 
called 
loaded Of its 10 m em bers three 
are m ilitant labor leaders One 
of the three, 51-year-old Clive 
Je n k in s, 
pow erful 
g en eral 
secretary erf the Association of 
S cientific, 
T echnical 
and 
M anagerial Staff, is to the left 
of the left of the m ilitants. 
The other two labor men are 
the 
Transport 
and 
General 
W orkers chief Jack Jones, one 
of the world’s most dedicated 
socialists, and David Lea, the 
national Trades Union Con­ 
gress (counterpart of the AFL- 
CIO) socialist economic direc­ 
tor. 
NOW ADD THREE com m it­ 
tee m em bers who are univer­ 
sity people, Lord Bullock of 
Oxford who is pro-labor, a 
professor who is an outspoken 
m ilitant and a third who offi­ 
cially is a TUC adviser, and you 
see how the 10-man board of 
inquiry 
w as 
loaded 
by 
a 
so c ialist 
p a rliam e n t 
w ith 
socialist laborites. 
After one digs through sum ­ 
m aries of the com m ittee report 
and skim s by such verbiage as 
“ the 2X Plus Y F orm ula,” an 
objective analyst learns that 


the power over British industry 
— if this becom es law — will be 
in the tough hands of B ritain’s 
most radical union officials — 
the shop stew ards. They’ve 
m ade B ritain’s working people 
famous everyw here (ana I use 
gentle words) for their strike- 
prone ness. 


Under the truly convoluted 
“industrial 
dem ocracy” 
for­ 
m ulas, of which “ 2X Plus V ” is 
the sim plest, the shop stew ards 
first would get together in a 
plant in w hat’s called the Joint 
R ep resen tatio n C om m ittee. 
This JRC then negotiates with 
the existing board of directors 
over the size and restructuring 
of a new board of directors. 
Half of the new board would be 
named by the unions, meaning, 
of course, the m ilitant shop 
floor stew ards who still have 
the real power in British labor. 
From then on the sharehold­ 
ers have virtually no rights 
They are restricted They wil 
not be able to “ initiate action 
other than to set borrowing 
limits, to appoint auditors.” 
Even the share holders’ an­ 
nual m eeting is helpless. It can 
only act on "the winding up of 
the company, changes in the 
m em orandum and article of 
association 
(incorporation — 
VR), paym ent of dividends, 
changes in the capital structure 
of the company and the disposal 
of a substantial part of the 
undertaking.” 
But only "in response to a 
recom mendation of the board.” 
Further, all books, records 
and reports m ust be made 
available to all the com pany’s 
employes. Thus there can be no 
confidential operations. No pri­ 
vate cost production data No 
intim ate sales memos. 


In a few years, the British 
lab o r m ovem ent will have 
power over industrial decision­ 
making This is what happens 
when ideology locks in 
the 
orthodox socialists and moti­ 
vates them when they are voted 
into political power. 
They can’t throw off their 
ideological 
fetishes even as 
industry, capital and m ana­ 
gerial brains are abandoning 
Her M ajesty’s Ship 
Almost 
sounds like Gilbert and Sulli­ 
van. A paradox, a paradox. But 
not very am using if you’re a 
shareholder. Or believe you’re 
entitled to hold onto your prop­ 
erty. And still the British come 
seeking capitalist aid.

pies further back into the hills.” 
In boasting about its pur­ 
ported successes, DEA

iently refers to the decline in 
e average purity of “street” 
heroin, supposedly 
the 
best 
single m easure of availability 
of the drug. But government 
figures show that after a 1971-74 
downturn, the level of purity 
rose again in 1975 with the 
em erg en ce of the M exican 
supply. 
Moreover, authorities contest 
the reliability of that standard. 
“No sm art drug dealer is going 
to distribute at the street level 
any higher purity than the 
addict can use,” explains a 
ranking official of another fed­ 
eral law enforcement agency. 
N o tw ith s ta n d in g 
D E A ’s 
production 
of 
sta tistic s 
designed 
to show 
that 
it 
b elatedly 
c o n ce n trated 
its 
effo rts on m ajo r n arco tics 
traffickers, the agency rem ains 
transfixed by individual a d ­ 
dicts. "They have no concept of 
the job beyond the ‘buy’ on the 
street," says one DEA insider 
who asked that his nam e not be 
used because he fears retalia­ 
tion from his bosses. 
“We’re totally demoralized 
and disorganized,” says that 
official. “We have an organiza­ 
tion th at’s floundering — and 
has been since

organize DEA out of existen­ 
ce.” 


C arter’s rhetoric on the sub­ 
ject has been far more re­ 
strained, but he has clearly 
indicated that he is dissatisfied 
with the arrangem ent he in­ 
herited.

The agency chief is, by all ac­ 
counts, a charm ing, urbane 
m an with a flair for survival in 
the bureaucracy. But many 
veteran DEA officials complain 
privately that he is trying to 
avoid responsibility for the cur­ 
rent sad state of affairs within 
the organization.

Trichinosis Still 
Cause For Caution 


By GAYNOR MADDOX 
Take the case of the tired or 
indifferent butcher. It is closing 
time and he m ust clean up his 
shop. There a re a few scraps of 
pork lying around. He scoops 
them up and throws them into 
his 
m eat 
grinder 
which 
is 
alm ost full of scraps of beef to 
be ground for ham burger. So he 
turns it on and the ham burger 
turns out to be a combination of 
beef and pork. And that is the 
beginning of a dangerous story. 
There were 285 cases 
of 
trichinosis reported last year — 
nearly 2.5 tim es greater than 
any of the past five y e ars. Why? 
At 
the Center 
for 
Disease 
Control in Atlanta, Dr. Peter 
Schantz, epidemiologist in the 
P a ra s itic D isease D ivision, 
says: 
“The reason probably is that 
m ore raw pork was mixed in 
with raw beef trim m ings to sell 
as ham burger. As some pork is 
know n to c a rry trich in o sis 
unless thoroughly cooked, and 
as ham burger is cooked only a 
short tim e, the ham burgers 
m ay transm it trichinosis to 
those who eat them . There 
seem to have been several 
more proved cases of butchers 
grinding pork trim m ings with 
beef. That might explain the 
greatest num ber of cases.” 
T he C enter 
for 
D isease 


Control alerted state health 
officials. 
In all 
the 
United 
States 34 cases of trichinosis 
involving 
pork 
in 
ground 
ham burger 
were 
found. 
Of 
these, 28 cases were in New 
Jersey. 
The combining of pork scraps 
with beef scraps is illegal in 
most states. It is also an ethical 
violation of trust with those 
whose religion prohibits the 
eating of pork. 
D r. S ch an tz sa y s: 
“ New 
im m igrants often bring with 
them a thorough trust of pork 
products free of trichinosis. In 
Portugal, Germ any and Italy 
the public inspection system of 
pork products is so thorough 
that fear of trichinosis does not 
exist. They cook pork, and also 
eat it raw , as in the old country. 
In the United States 
these 
im m igrants assum e that we 
inspect pork the sam e way. 
Result: increase in cases of 
trichinosis in the United States. 
Also, of course, the careless 
clean in g of m eat g rin d ers 
which 
results 
in 
the 
unin­ 
tentional addition of pork lef­ 
tovers. The public needs to be 
m ore 
cau tio u s 
about 
the 
ham burger it buys. Is it all-beef 
as advertised? Rely only on 
reputable butchers.” 
The meat 
trade fears all 
references to trichinosis. But 


they m ust face the fact that this 
threat to consum ers is real. 
Admittedly 
it 
is 
not 
over­ 
whelming. It can be m anaged 
by tougher m eat inspection and 
more general information, not 
less, 
about 
the 
th re a t 
of 
trich in o sis 
in 
som e 
pork 
products. 
At the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board in Chicago, 
David M. Stroud, president, 
says: “We do not deny the 
existence of trichinosis in some 
pork. (It has also been found in 
walrus, elk and bear). But the 
data shows that there is a 
probability of only .002 in grain- 
fed sw ine.” 
Dr. Schantz w arns, “Cook all 
pork until all pink has vanished 
in the m eat.” The Live Stock 
and Meat Board advises the use 
of a m eat therm om eter when 
cooking

“When City Council receives 
the vearlv Income Tax report, 
they appropriate city employee 
wages in the following manner:;

60 per cent is placed 
into the General Fund and 40 
per cent is used for Capital Im ­ 
provements From the General 
Fund, 70 per cent was used in 
1976 for City Employee wages. 
“Keeping the above in mind, 
total Incomd Tax collected for 
1976 was $1,112,574. and in 1975, 
$975,738 was 
collected. 
The 
increase 
of 
1976 over 
1975 
amounted to $136,836 or 14 per 
cent The amount placed into 
the General Fund was near 
$647,517 for 1976, and near $567,- 
879 for 1975, also a 14 per cent 
increase The amount available 
from the General Fund for 
wages in 1976 was around $453,- 
261, compared to $397,515 in 
1975, showing a $53,093, or J4 
per cent increase for 1976 over 
1975. T his $53,000 in crease 
shows that City Council defi­ 
nitely has money available for 
a larger increase in employee 
w ages, since 
in cre ases in 
wages for 1976 did not come 
close to this 14 per cent increase 
which was available. 
“Therefore, we, the m em bers 
of the Police and Fire Associa­ 
tion, feel that City Council 
DOES have M O PE m oney 
av ailu o le for in cre ases in 
employee wages since specula­ 
tion for the Income Tax Reve­ 
nue for 1977 is even greater 
than that which was received in 
1976.”

Potential Flooding E yed 


By United Press In te rn a tio n a l 
Shivering victim s of the 
worst Eastern and Midwestern 
w inter since 1918 may yearn for 
spring, but officials, mentally 
converting millions of tons of 
ice and snow into floodwaters, 
are praying for a long, slow 
thaw. 
In the snow-starved Rockies, 
and along the parched West, 
Coast where water rationing is 
in 
effect, 
potential 
flooding 
might be a welcome alter­ 
native. 
Howling winds off Lake Erie 
have piled snow into 18-foot 
drifts and streams are frozen 
from bank to bank in upstate 
New York. 
" I t ’s really a watch and wait 
situation,” 
said 
National 
Weather Service meterologist 
Ray Wrightson. “ If we get good 
conditions, with warm days and 
cold nights, the ice could 
release nicely.” 
But he added, ‘‘the potential 
is there and we are preparing 
for floods.” 
A sudden warming trend in 
March or April, accompanied 
by heavy rains, could spell 
disaster, 
with 
still-frozen 
ground compounding the runoff 
problem to send ice floes like 
battering rams against dams 
and bridges from tributaries of 
the Ohio River in New York all 
the way down the Mississippi. 
‘The combination of deep- 
frozen 
rivers, 
high 
w ater 
content in 
the 
heavy 
snow 
accum ulation 
and 
frozen 
ground is of concern,” said Dr.

DEAR DR. LAMB - 1 had a 
m yocardial infarction four 
months ago and am feeling 
fine except for occasional 
anginal pain. My question is 
about high altitude. Right now 
I live near sea level. I have 
lived here for 11 years and I 
lived in Colorado and New 
Mexico for 24 years. Would 
moving back to Colorado, 
elevation between 4500 and 
7000 feet, in any way affect my 
heart condition? Would it be 
easier to get another heart at­ 
tack there? 
DEAR READER - In most 
cases you would be all right if 
you follow som e specific 
rules. When you first get there 
don't exert yourself for a cou­ 
ple weeks, then gradually in­ 
crease your normal daily ac­ 
tivity. You don’t need to just 
sit all the time, but do not 
suddenly start walking long 
distances or engage in hunting 
or fishing. 
We usually say that up to 
5000 feet you cannot detect 
any significant changes in the 
body at first. But there are 
some and the amount of exer­ 
cise you can do decreases. 
The effects of altitude and ex­ 
ercise are additive, so if you 
are going to increase the work 
of your circulation to any ex­ 
tent from altitude exposure 
you should decrease your 
physical activity to compen­ 
sate for it until you have ad­ 
justed to your new environ­ 
ment. 
Then you should be free 
from lung disease. Individuals 
with lung disease are often 
already living at a higher 
altitude, as far as the ability 
to oxygenate their body is con- 
c e rn e d . Of c o u rse , you 
shouldn’t smoke, at sea level 
or at altitude. 
R em em ber alw ays th at 
when you go into the moun­ 
ta in s and in c re a se your 
altitude exposure above your 
daily living exposure that you 
are increasing the work of 
your heart and should not

_____, go slow. 
Many hunters go to Colorado 
or other high altitude areas 
and get into trouble. These are 
usually office workers who 
are in poor physical condition. 
They suddenly increase their 
activity well beyond their 
usual amount and have the 
added stress of altitude. The 
combination can be too much. 
If anyone plans on hunting at 
an altitude and is not used to 
altitude, he should get in good 
E 
hysical shape — gradually — 
efore he goes. The same 
applies to fishing and golfing 
at higher altitudes for the sea 
level inhabitant. 
You may recall that Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower had his heart 
attack in Colorado. Of course, 
he was golfing and fishing at 
an altitude which is quite a 
change from W ashington, 
DC. 
During com m ercial air 
travel you may be exposed to 
cabin altitudes of up to 7000 
feet. For almost all people 
this is perfectly all right 
because they are not physical­ 
ly exerting themselves. 
So, I think if you follow sen­ 
sible precautions and do not 
have any problem with your 
lungs it will be all right. 
Anyone who has had a heart 
attack should have a program 
to reduce the chances of it oc­ 
curring again. For that pur­ 
pose I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 2-12, 
A fter the H ea rt A ttack.

Bobby Meath of Fairbanks Fuel 
said Monday, adding that oil 
sales are “ way, way down.” 
He estimated a householder 
with a 1,000-square-foot house 
has used about 20« gallons less 
fuel this winter than last. 
He isn’t the only one singing 
the blues. Business is off for 
sellers of parkas, boots, mittens 
and caps. Ski shops are suf­ 
fering because there’s no snow. 
The snow machine business is 
hurting. So are service stations, 
which aren't doing their usual 
business in car starts, tuneups 
and winterizing. Sales of heavy 
duty batteries are off. 
And things are bad in the 
pumping and thawing business. 
The city laid off its snow 
removal crews in mid-January 
because of lack of precipitation 
that has accompanied the 
unusually warm weather. 


The drastic decline in one 
segment of the economy could 
spread to other areas and 
comes at a time when Fair­ 
banks’ economy 
already 
is 
down because of the windup of 
Alaska pipeline construction. 


The extraordinary weather is 
causing other big headaches — 
among them, much 
more 
glaciering this year than in the 
past, said Bruce Robinson, 
maintenance supervisor for the 
Alaska Highway Department. 


This is because there is no 
snow cover 
to speak 
of. 
Streams along the highways 
freeze all the way to the bottom, 
forcing the still flowing water 
up over the banks onto the 
roads where it congeals into 
glaciers. 


Gerald Timmons, chief of the 
Division of Fire Management 
for

sonable weather could result in 
an early ice breakup and a 
much earlier fire season.

Bergland May Expand 
Farm Credit Program

Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland probably will soon 
expand government credit for 
building farm grain storage 
bins by canceling many if not 
all restrictions placed on the 
program four years ago by the 
Nixon administration, govern­ 
ment sources say. 
One expert said the move 
could more than double the 
amount loaned to farmers to 
build on-farm facilities for 
storing corn, wheat and other 
crops. 
The 
loans 
involved 
are 
granted by 
the 
Agriculture 
Department under a longstand­ 
ing farm storage facility credit 
program. In the year ending 
June 30. 1973. before the Nixon 
administration crackdown took 
effect, farmers borrowed more 
than $156 million under the 
program. 
During 1973, with national 
stocks of grains rapidly shrink­ 
ing because of reduced global 
production and soaring export 
demand, administration offi­ 
cials tightened the program 
terms drastically. 
First, the department ruled 
farmers who previously had to 
put up only 15 per cent of their 
own money on new bins would 
have to raise a 30 per cent down 
payment 
and 
could 
get 
financing for only 70 per cent of 
the cost. 
Also, the ceiling on the 
facility loans was lowered from 
$35,000 to the current level of 
$25,000. And the program was 
further restricted by two other 
steps : 
— Under a 1973 regulation 
which is still in effect, farmers 
were told they could no longer 


include in their loans the cost of 
concrete 
foundations 
and 
wiring needed in erecting 
storage facilities. 
— The amount of storage for 
which a farmer could get credit 


was reduced. Before 1973. a 
producer could borrow enough 
for facilities to hold two years 
production of corn or other 
crops The current limit is one 
year’s production.
